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Freedom to Censor 

Press Ethics: A leading nation- 
al journalistic fraternity, composed 
of many prominent editors and 
publishers over the nation, recently 
considered a report and recom- 
mendation by its own committee on 
press ethics. The committee chair- 
man, C. C. Clayton, editorial writer 
of a big St. Louis daily, submitted 
the report and urged that the 
group recognize the danger of col- 
ored, distorted, exaggerated, slant- 
ed and misrepresented news that 
prevails in the press. “Freedom of 
the press,” urged the report which 
suggested a new code of ethics for 
newspaper writing, “lies not in the 
claim of self-expression or of the 
publisher to make profits, but in 
the right of the people to know that 
which concerns them. . . It is the 
obligation of all mediums . .. to 
present both sides of controversial 
issues with equal thoroughness and 
without bias. This obligation ap- 
plies with particular force to elec- 
tion campaigns and forecasts, and 
to controversies between capital 
and labor.” This important jour- 
nalistic group finally rejected the 
code for fear it would cause trouble 
in publishing ranks! Bernard Kil- 
gore of the Wall Street Journal in 
opposing the new code said “there 
is danger of the effort being mis- 
understood.” 

The Right to Smear: In Tam- 
pa, Fla., where a bus strike tied up 
transportation for several weeks, 
Gov. Fuller Warren, who has been 
arousing much antagonism by his 
opposition to the Ku Klux Klan 
and his tendency to be pro-labor, 
backed the bus strikers and public- 
ly recognized their demands as 
fair. For doing this he was scath- 
ingly denounced by the leading 
Tampa newspaper, the Tribune. 
This daily, influenced considerably 
by northern capital, refused to 
publish the Governor’s reply to 
their editorial attack against him 
for his support of the strikers’ 
cause. The Governor was forced 
to buy advertising space to get his

ONEY OUT OF THE LION: A great silence rests over some ep- 

ochal decisions our politico-military leaders are having to make. 
Deaf to the advice of top atomic scientists that Russia would soon have 
the A-bomb, our leaders had counted on three or four more years of the 
diplomatic advantages of our bomb monopoly. Now Russia has the bomb, 
and our atom scientists warn that in two years Russia will match us in 
atom power. 

We have also felt snugly secure behind the fact that we had the 
world’s biggest navy and have been parading our battle-wagons up and 
down the eastern Mediterranean, — close to the Dardanelles and northern 
Norway, where Russian nerves are touchy, (suppose Soviet air carriers 
and cruisers persisted in snooping around the Gulf Coast, the Caribbean 
and the Panama Canal?) 

Military intelligence now reports that Russia has quietly built 
up a powerful ultra modern submarine fleet considerably outnumbering 
ours. That means that, come war, they would create havoe with our sea 
arm which we have extended so proudly under other peoples’ noses. Alsc 
the Soviet is beginning to build a big ocean navy and has enough battle- 
ships and cruisers afloat to alter estimates of our edge in sea-power. 

Here’s the crux of the situation: We have already passed the peak 
of our ability to spend for military equipment. We splurged our wad 
when Russia was using chiefly ideological and psychological weapons, — 
for their post-war gains (in Czechoslovakia and China) were made with- 
out military effort or investment. Now that we are forced to restrain mili- 
tary spending because of the serious out-of-balance of our national budget, 
Russia reveals their acceptance of our challenge in arms and says, “O.K.., 
we now have the A-bomb and a good start on a big fleet, — if you want 
an arms race, we have the resources to match you.” 

Military professionals of course see it one way, — bigger armies, 
bigger navies, air-power, medals, promotions, — the works. But Govern- 
ment economists warn that will absolutely wreck our financial structure. 
Leading atomic scientists, however, urge that we accept the fact that the 
American proposal for atomic control, the Baruch Plan, is not going to be 
accepted and that we must reapproach Russia on atomic control. 

These scientists with great forebodings are ready to bring the new 
hydrogen atom bomb into being (the 1000 times the Hiroshima model), 
and the things they have told our politico-military leaders about what this 
bomb will do when turned loose have caused some real re-thinking on this 
whole war picture, for if we develop the new monster Russia will do the

of cigarettes; 88.1 per cent of 
glass; 80.7 per cent of rubber foot- 
wear; 79.4 per cent of typewriters; 
79 per cent of soap and glycerin: 
78.8 per cent of phonograph rec- 
ords; 78.4 per cent of synthetic 
fibers (nylon, rayon, ete.); 77.8 
per cent of tin cans and other tin- 
ware; 77.1 per cent of sewing ma- 
chines; 76.6 per cent of tires and 
inner tubes; 74.9 per cent of ce- 
reals; 74.6 per cent of distilled liq- 
uors; 61.2 per cent of photographic 
equipment ; per cent of all 
automobiles, trucks, and parts,—all 
this by the four largest companies 
in each line and in some instances 
even less than four, — with one or 
two corporations making the large 
bulk of the percentages given.

One of the great failures of our economic life has been that many 
top business leaders, in fostering the interests of their corporations, have 
fought every progressive measure that would give little people the chance 
to share in the economic development of the country. Thus we repeat, 
because of the constant barrage of pro-big-business propaganda to which 
we are constantly subjected, the large corporations in their bigness and in 
their monopoly of economic opportunity, are drifting into growing and 
unavoidable government regulation and control with the inevitable trend 
toward nationalization if economic disaster hits and the big corporations 
start floundering and their workers are threatened with unemployment. 

When businesses become so big that their failure or mismanage- 
ment (big business men make mistakes too!) threatens the welfare of the 
whole 
General Electric, DuPonts, AT&T and others, — the Government will 
be foreed to take over to protect the whole economie structure. This vital 
point is being carefully censored out of the reports and editorials you read 


nation, as would be true now of such giants as General Motors, 


and hear in defense of big business. As we have repeatedly pointed out, 


this is one of the most distinct and important trends of our day. Top busi- 
ness leaders wail about government interference and the threat of na- 
tionalization, vet insist upon following the very policies that make these 
trends inevitable. 

The cooperative system of business enterprise is capitalistic free 
enterprise whereby a business is run by and owned for profit by many in- 
stead of few, and ownership is made up of the customers who do business 
with the institution which is so organized. 

As co-ops grow larger, by their very nature they divide into new 
units more closely integrated with the people they serve. Thus chain 
ownership and top-heavy monopolistie control becomes impossible, and 
networks centering profits and control in the hands of a remote, highly 
selective ownership become impossible, as is the case with such monopo- 
listie giants as A&P, GM, ete. Widely diffused, with a multiplicity of 
ownership and units of control, the co-op business structure thus becomes 
extremely elastic and is not subject either to sudden concentrated pres- 
sures or to the unwise manipulation or management of the few. Men 
will always make mistakes — but if the area of their miscalculations is 
limited, the capacity of their institutions to survive mismanagement or 
disaster is greatly increased. The centralization of finance and production 
in the hands of a few, which we call big business, is what leads to statism. 
The extension of ownership and management into the hands of many blocks 
government interference, state control and statism, makes them virtually 
impossible. 


ROFIT-SHARING is another tested formula for preventing the 
growth of government controls and statism. This system is being 
looked upon with inereasing favor by alert spiritually minded industrial- 
ists. A National Council of Profit-Sharing Industries was formed some 
vears ago by owners and exceutives of businesses using the system. At the 
last annual meeting of the National Council, 300 executives sat in con- 
ference representing nearly four billion dollars in annual sales and about 
250,000 employees. These executives. with long experience in profit-shar- 
ing, reported that the system reduced labor disputes to a minimum, great- 
ly increased production per man hour, boosted wages and profits and pro- 
moted independence of both businesses and labor from government regu- 
lation, or federal participation in settlement of disputes. Also workers 
who shared in the profits of the corporations built up automatically their 
own pension systems and were thus reinforced in their spirit of individual 
self-reliance. But again such trends, so desperately needed in today’s 
industrial scene, are either ignored or labeled socialistic by the very top 
business spokesmen who make the biggest noise about the loss of inde- 


pendence by the average workers and the drift toward “welfare-ism.”
